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WOKTH RACING. 



The heavy rain of Sunday night rendered the 
track at Worth somewhat heavy and occasioned a 
wholesale scratchinic of horses yesterday. The 
program was one of the hest of the year, bnt was 
spoiledlby many absentees. 

The! most important race of the day was the 
fourth, a handicap for all ages at seven furlongs. 
Of the i fifteen scheduled to start nine were 
scratched, leaving a field of six to face the barrier, 
Jack*Demund was made a prime favorite at all 
times and rewarded the confidence placed in him 
by his many hackers hy winning in a big canter. 
First Scarlet Lily and then Dnelist took command, 
the latter leading by a short margin at the half 
mile post, bnt here Buchanan brought up Jack De- 
mnnd with a rush and he passed into the lead as if 
the others were tied, spreadeagling the field and 
winning in a canter as his rider pleased hy six 
lengths. Scarlet Lily finished second, two lengths 
before Rolling Boer. The former appeared to be 
badly beaten just before turning for home, but ral- 
lied in the final eighth and finished with a rush. 
She was much the best of the others. Bolling Boer 
tired perceptibly in the last eighth struggle. Duel- 
ist ceased to be a serious contender after six fur- 
longs had heeu run. Balm of Gilead was never in 
the hunt, 

The day’s opener, a dash of five furlongs for two- 
year-olds, colts and geldings, furnished a surprise, 
the winner turning up in Captain Hugh Bradley. 
Red Sam shot to the front at flag fall and opened 
up a gap cf two and one-half lengths, an advantage 
which he held only for a little over an eighth of a 
mile, whore Captain Hugh Bradley easily passed 
him and ran away from the field, winning by six 
lengths from Angelo, which beat North Pole three 
and one-half for second place. Angelo tired 
slightly in the run for home, but at that was mnch 
the hest of the others. North Polo outstayed An- 
tagonist in the last eighth struggle for third place. 
The latter was well backed by the talent, bnt ran 
a dull race and showed scant speed throughout. 

The second race, a dash of one and one-sixteenth 
miles for three-year-olds and upward, went to Rose 
of May. OS well she at once went to the front and 
remained there to the end winning hy a half length 
from Ida V., which beat Dark Secret six lengths for 
second place. Ida Y. made a hold bid to close up 
on the winner in the last eighth hut without avail. 
She was much the best of the others, however. 
Birdwood tired fast in the run home. Little Rob- 
bins was too weak to hold him as be passed the 
wire and he ran away two and a half miles before 
he could be stopped. Rabunta showed some early 
speed. 

Copious scratching in the third race sent a field 
of but six to the post. It was a dash of six fur- 
longs for all ages and Philo was made a 7 to 5 favor- 
ite. She ran to her best form and easily disposed 
of the field, winning by fonr and a half lengths in a 
big canter from Bnrnie Bunton, which beat Mattie 
Spencer twelve lengths for second place. The last 
namL.d showed a fnnd of early speed, but tired rai>- 
idly jnst after straightening for home. 

Dr. Stephens, with Coburn up, was made an even 
money favorite in the fifth race, a dash of one mile 
for three-year-olds and upward, bnt the best he 
could do was to run second, Ethel Wheat proving 
to be the best. She took kindly to the going, 
showed much speed and won handily by a length. 
Dr. Stephens finishing six and a half before In- 
spector Shea for second place. Dr. Stephens was 
under a hard drive all through the last eighth bnt 
try as Coburn would he conlo not close np on the 
winner. Inspector Shea moved op fast while going 
down the backstretch and for a moment appeared 
as if he was going to close up on the loader but 
tired perceptibly in the last quarter. Alene Abbott 
and La Gorta might just as well have remained in 
their stalls for all the figure they cut in the race. 
Scotch Plaid! is certainly one of the most consist- 



ent horses' that has run here this year. He took 
the last race, a dash of one mile and seventy yards, 
in a big canter, making the field look cheap. To a 
fair start King Barleycorn opened np a big gap and 
had an advantage of three and a half lengths over 
Scotch Plaid when turning into the backstretch, 
bnt near the half mile post little Treanor 
called on the latter and ha shot to the 
front in a stride. From this point on 
Scotch Plaid simply ran away from the field, win- 
ning eaced op by two lengths from Irving Mayor, 
which beat Lady Meddlesome fonr for second place. 
Irving Mayor ran a surprisingly good race, passing 
horses in the backstretch run and finishing reso- 
lutely. He was mnch the best of the others. Lady 
Meddlesome tired perceptibly in the last eighth 
struggle and would have lost third place to Pirate’s 
Queen in a few more strides. The latter ran a dull 
race and is difiScnlt to guess. King Barleycorn was 
well spent when entering the last quarter after 
showing early speed. 

The cold, threatening day kept the attendance 
down to the regulars and speculation was the 
lightest of the meeting thus far. The track was 
drying out fast, bnt at its best today, even should 
no rain fall, will be slow, 

LOCAL. TCKF GOSSIP. 

Jockey Bncbanan stated yesterday that be wonld 
return to Franca next year and wonld in all prob- 
ability attach himself to some important stable 
racing there. Although he expres.sed surprise at 
the action of the French Jockey Club in taking 
licenses away from Reiff and Henry, he is under 
the impression that the jealousy existing abroad 
among the American jockeys, who are continnatly 
“knocking” one another, was mainly responsible 
for the banishment of Reiff and Henry from the 
French turf. 

G. J. Long’s two-year-old filly Watoma, which 
gave promise this spring of becoming one of the 
best of her age in the west, is dangerously sick 
with lung fever with slight chanced of recovery. 

A maiden three-year-old filly that had never 
started, belonging to “Johnny” McHale, died yes- 
terday at Worth. 

Scotch Plaid, winner of the closing race, entered 
to be sold for $400, was bid op $200 by T. Licalzi, 
Messrs. Dornell & Herz retaining the horse with an 
advance bid of $5. Scotch Plaid has been one of 
the most consistent horses in training and, although 
troubled with bad legs has managed to earn, in- 
cluding yesterday’s win, forty-four brackets. 

G. C. Bennett has bought from W, Karrick the 
seven-year-old horse Intrusive, by Meddler— Frolic 
Grace, by Sterling. Mr. Bennett will race Intrusive 
this winter if he stands training, after which he 
will retire him to bis breeding farm near Memphis. 

Francis Trevelyan, who was the presiding ofilcial 
the past season at Hawthorne, sailed from New 
York yesterday for England where be will remain 
this winter in the employment of the ^Manchester 
Sporting Chronicle. 

Messrs. Dnrnell A Herz purchase I yesterday from 
S. C. Hildreth the three-year-old Lncien Appleby 
and The Lady, paying for both the reported price 
of $13,000. Messrs. Durnell & Herz have been try- 
ing to secure Lncien Appleby for some time, a small 
money consideration being the chief obstacle in 
the transfer. 

Unpaid forfaits, amounting to $60, were responsi- 
ble for the withdrawal of Green B. Morris’ horses 
from the races yesterday. Secretary Kuhl of the 
I Western Jockey Club notified Secret.iry Jaspor 
that the above amount was due from Mr. Morris at 
St. Louis and Lonisville for entrance fees to stakes 
j and the amount must be collected before the horses 
^ conld be permitted to race. Mr. Morris at first was 
i indignant and claimed that he did not owe any of 
j the forfeits. When the matter was explained to 
; him and he was shown that the money was due 
! since 1896 on his horse, Sir Play, he immediately 
settled. '

JOCKEY JOHN WATTS. 

The English exchanaes are just to hand with 
comment on the death of jockey Watts. 

Though his death was not so tragic as that of 
Fred Archer, there was a melancholy resemblance 
between them, inasmuch as they were both un- 
doubtedly brought about by tbe terrible struggle 
with Nature month after month to get off the “ last 
pound” by severe training. Watts was seized with 
a snccossion of fits at Sandown Park while watch- 
ing the finish of the National Breeders’ Prod- 
uce Stakes. Although he rallied slightly, few 
hopes were entertained of his recovery, and 
he died on the day the Stewards’ Cup was run at 
Goodwood. The deceased, whose brilliant career is 
well known to all having any interest in the Eng- 
lish turf, was only forty-ono years of age. He early 
had the advantage of learning the art of jockey- 
ship under one of the finest horsemen of the age, 
Tom Cannon, and he modelled his style closely 
upon that of his master. He early gave great 
promise, and at the age of sixteen he rode his em-’ 
ployer’s Aristocrat in a dead heat with Sir George 
Chetwynd’s Sugarcane at Salisbury. In 1881 he 
won his first classic victory, to be followed by nine- 
teen others. Amongst these he won the Two Thou- 
sand with Ladas and Kirkconnel, the One 
Thousand with Miss Jammy, L’Abbessede Jouarre, 
Memoir and Mrs. Bntterwick, and the St. Leger 
with Ossian, The Lambkin, Memoir, La Fleche and 
Persimmon, He rode to victory in the Derby Merry 
Hampton in 1887, Sainfoin in 1890, Ladas in 1894 
and the king’s horse. Persimmon, one of the most 
sensational and popular victories ever seen on tne 
English Turf. Amongst his earliest masters were 
the late Duke of Hamilton and the Marquis of 
Zettand. Victory on the penalized Foxhall in 
the Cambridgeshire of ’81 brought him into strong 
prominence, and his fame was preserved to 
the end of his career. Amongst his patrons were 
the King, the Duke of Devonshire, the Duke of 
Portland, the late Baron de Hir.sch, Lord Rosebery, 
James Lowther and the laie G. “Abingtoa” Baird. 
His connection with Richard Marsh’s stable, begun 
for the Duke of Hamilton, was continued until 
1899, and perhaps his most lucrative service 
was a three-year engagement to “Abington” 
Baird^ at a salary of £3,000 per annum. The 
fame of the late jockey was world-wide, and 
world-wide will be the sorrow at the news of 
his untimely death. His Majesty the King in his 
own illness did not forget that of his favorite 
jockey, and he sent a kindly message of condolence 
to the widow. His remains were removed to New- 
market and interred there. Few, indeed, are good 
stories that can be told of poor Jack Watts, for be 
was always so quiet and reserved, but there was 
one occasion on which he scored off a racing press 
man pretty heavily. It was just after the race for 
a very muddy November cup at Liverpool, and 
Watts, on a sluggish top-weighter, had never 
been able to get near ’etr. As he re-entered 
the weighing room, plastered from head to foot 
with the clods which tbe heels of the leaders bad 
thrown up, a prosaic reporter asked the not unus- 
ual question :.i,”How did you come along, Watts?” 



“Well,” sneered Watts, gazing ruefully at his coat 
of mud, “I don’t look as if I made much o’ the run- 
ning, do I?” S. Loates’ dispute with Mir John 
Maple over the riding contract, which was inter- 
rupted by that bad smash-np at Northampton, 
recalls the fact that “Abington” Baird retained the 
late John Watts for $15,(XX) a year for three years, 
paid in advance and that the executors of Baird, 
who died before the lease had half expired, failed 
to recover one cent of the big fee. 

GO.S8IP OF THE TUKT. 

Capt. S. S. Brown will winter his yearlings at 
Mobile. That was decided at a conference between 
him and trainer Peter Wimmer after the Fairview 
sale. The whole stable will go to Kentucky at the 
close of the Westchester meeting and the bulk of 
the horses will winter there at Captain Brown’s 
newly purchased farm, which be has christeued 
the Senorita Stud. 

The farm was formerly the property of S. J. Sal- 
yers, who raced Big Sandy and other horses in tbe 
’70s with fair success. Until about December 1 
there will be no division of the stable. Then Peter 
Wimmer will take a selected batch of the yearlings 
to Mobile, where Captain Brown still retains the 
old Bascombe racecourse as a training ground. It 
is an ideal spot within the limits of the Gulf City, 
and it was there that Blue Wing, Troubadour and 
other great horses were prepared. 

If the New Orleans meeting fulfills present ex- 
pectations, a division of the Brown stable may be 
sent to the Crescent City to race, and jockey Odom, 
from his Georgia home, will go down there to ride. 
Mabel Winn will not go along, as she was sold 
yesterday to a Philadelphian, a Mr. Conran. Price 
not stated, bnt believed to be in the neighborhood 
of $3,000. 

Blue Ribbon has been quite lame since bis race 
for the Matron Stakes. The colt was a bit sore 
going to the post, but had shown better form than 
at any time this season. 

E. C. Cowdin has ordered bis famous band of 
brood mares, soma twenty head, which have been 
located in Kentucky for several years, at the Ash- 
land farm of T. C. McDowell, shipped to his home 
place at Mt. Kisco, N, Y, He has determined to 
permanently retire his horse. Requital, to the stud, 
and will breed him to the majority of his mares. 
Among the noted stud matrons Cowdin has here is 
Longshore, the dam of Applegate, Winged Foot 
and Kitefout, one of the most celebrated of all 
living thoroughbred brood mares.
